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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sammons. 
Sammons discloses the use of a guitar stand comprising a generally upright 

backer having a front side that is inclined rearwardly, a structure supporting the backer, 
and a guitar body support carried by the backer to project outwardly relatively to the 
front face, to seat the lower portion of the guitar body, with the guitar and it's fingerboard 
inclined inwardly and rearwardly proximate the backer front side (see figure 1). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 2-10 and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sammons in view of Pirchio et al. 

Sammons discloses the use of a guitar stand comprising a generally upright 
backer having a front side that is inclined rearwardly, a structure supporting the backer 
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that projects upwardly rearwardly of the guitar body and the fingerboard, and a guitar 
body support carried by the backer to project outwardly relatively to the front face, to 
seat the lower portion of the guitar body, with the guitar and it's fingerboard are inclined 
inwardly and rearwardly proximate the backer front side (see figure 1). 

Sammons does not disclose the use of left and right supports. 

Parched et al (5375497) discloses the use of a three point guitar stand 
comprising a generally upright backer with left and right peg supports adjacent 
projecting at generally the same level that allows the guitar and it's back to be cradled at 
curved body edges and to be projected downwardly (see figure 2). Pirchio also 
discloses the use of a backer that includes leg means having multi point floor engaging 
parts which are spaced apart, the leg means including two legs projecting downwardly 
relative to the backer with a display face whereby the guitar is cradled by the backer 
and the outwardly projecting supports. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the invention was 
made so modify the stand as disclosed by Sammons with the specific the legs and left 
and right supports as disclosed by Pirchio et al in order to provide an instrument support 
in a generally upright orientation. 

3. Claims 11-13, 17, and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
